‘“‘Whatsoever things are 
true, whatsoever things are 
honest, whatsoever things 
are pure, whatsoever things 
are of good report, if there 
be any virtue, if there be 
any praise, THINK ON THESE 
THINGS.”—St. Paul. 

Every soul is by 
nature—or believes 
itself to be—in bon- 
dage to the flesh 
and the things of 
the flesh. All suf- 
fering is the result 
of this bondage. 
The history of the 
Children of Israel 
soming up out of 
their long bondage 
in Egypt is at once descriptive of the human soul 
or consciousness growing up out of the animal or 
lsense part of man into the spiritual part. 

“And the Lord said,” (speaking to Moses) “I 
have surely seen the affliction of my people which 
are in Egypt, and have heard their cry by reason 
of their task masters; for I know their sorrows. 

And I am come down to deliver them out of the 
hand of the Egyptians, and to bring them up out 
of that land unto a good land and a large, unto 
a land flowing with milk and honey.” 

These words express exactly the attitude of the 
Sreator toward His highest creation, man, ever 


since. 

Today, and all the days, He has been saying to 
us His children, “Surely I have seen the afiliction 
of my people which are in Egypt (darkness of 
ignorance), and have heard their cry by reason of 
their task-masters (sickness, sorrow and poverty). 
And I am (not I will but I @m, now) come down to 


deliver you out of all this suffering, und to bring 
you upinto a good land and large, unto a land 
flowing with good things.” 

It may, or it may not be here in this phase of 
life, but sometime, somewhere every human soul 
must come to itself; having tired of eating husks it 
will “arise and go to its Father.” For, it is written,

seems to fail, yet does God say unto each one of 
us as unto the trembling children of Israel, “ Fear 
not, stand ye still and see the salvation of God 
which He will show you.” 

Each soul must, sooner or later, learn to stand 
alone with its God. Nothing else avails. Nothing 
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else will ever make you master of your own destiny. 
There isin yourown indwelling Lord, all the life and 
health, all the strength and peace and joy, all the 
wisdom and support you can ever need or desire. 
No other can give to you as can this indwelling 
Father. He is the spring of all joy and comfort 
and power. 

Hitherto we have believed we were helped and com- 
forted by others, that we received joy from outside 
circumstances and surroundings. But it is not so. 
All joy and strength and good springs up from a 
Fountain within one’s own being.

Does God regard man as His servant 
Most of us have believed ourselves 


best, the servants of the Most High. Neither 
belief is true. It is time for us to awake to right 
thoughts, to know that we are not servants but 
children, and if children then heirs. Heirs of what? 
Why, heirs to All-Wisdom so that we need not, 
through any lack of widom, make mistakes; heirs 
of All-Love, so that we need know no fear or envy 
or jealousy; heirs of All-Strength, All-Life, All-

Lire. In these simple les- 
sons we have just tuken the first steps out of the 
Ezyptian bondage of selfishness, lust and sorrow 
toward the land of liberty where Perfect Love and 
All Good reign. 

Every right thougut we think, every unselfish 
word or action is bound by immutable law to be 
fraught with good results. But in our walk we 
must learn to lose sight of results—which are the 
* Joaves and fishes.” We must seek rather to con- 
sciously be the truth, be love, be wisdom, be life 
(as we really are, unconsciously), and let results 
take care of themselves. 

Every soul must take time daily for quiet and 
meditation. In this lies the secret of power. No 
one can grow in either spiritual knowledge or power 
without it. Practice the Presence of God just as 
you would practice music. No one would ever 
dream of becoming a power in music except by 
spending some time daily alone with music. Daily 
meaiitation alone with God seems, some way, to 
focus Divine Presence within us and to our con- 
seiousness. 

You may be so busy with the doing, the ontgoing 
of love to help others,—which is unselfish and God- 
like as far as it goes—that you find no time to go 
apart. But the command or rather the invitation is 
“Come ye apart and rest awhile.” And, believe me, 
it is the only way you will ever gain definite knowl- 
edge, newness of experience, steadiness of purpose 
or power to meet the unknown which must come in 
all daily life. Doing is secondary to being. When 
we are consciously the truth, it will radiate from 
us and accomplish the works without our ever run- 
ning to and fro. 

If you have no time for this quiet meditation 
make time,—take time. Watch carefully and you 
will find that there are somethings even in the 
active unselfish doing, which can better be left 
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undone than that you neglect regular concentrated 
meditation. 

You will find some hours spent everyday in idle 
conversation with people who “just run in for a few 
moments” to be entertained. If you can help such 
people, well; if not, gather yourself together and 
not waste a moment just idly diffusing and dissipat- 
ing yourself to gratify their idleness. You have no 
idea what you lose by it. 

When you withdraw from the world for medita- 
tion let it not be to think of yourself or your 
failures; but invariably to get all your thoughts 
centered on God, and upon your relations to the 
Creator and Upholder of the Universe. Let all the 
little sand papering cares and anxieties go for a 
while; and by effort, if need be, turn your thoughts 
away from them to some of the simple words of the 
Nazarene or Psalmist. Think of some truth, be it 
ever so simple. 

No person, unless he has practiced it, can have 
any idea of how it quiets one from all physical 
nervousness, all fear, all over-sensitiveness, all the 
little raspings of everyday life,—just this hour of 
calm, quiet waiting alone with God. Never let it 
be an hour of bondage but always one of restful- 
ness. 

Some, having realized the calm and power which 
comes of daily meditation, have made the mistake 
of withdrawing themselves entirely from the world 


that they may give the entire time to meditation. 
This is asceticism, which is neither wise nor profita- 
ble. 


The Nazarene, who was our noblest type of the 
perfect life, went daily apart from the world only 
that he might come again into it with renewed 
spiritual power. So we go apart into the stillness 
of Divine Presence that we may come forth into 
the world of everyday life with a new inspiration, 
an increased courage and power for activity and 
for overcoming. 

“We talk to God; that is prayer. God talks to 
us; that is inspiration” says Lyman Abbott. We 
go apart to get still, that new life, new inspiration 
new power of thought, new supplies from the 
Fountain Head my flow in. And then we come 
forth to shed it all abroad upon those around us 
that they, too, may be lifted up. Inharmony cannot 
remain in any home where even one member of the 
family daily practices this hour of the Presence of 
God, so surely does the renewed infilling of the 
soul by Peace and Harmony result in the continual 
outgoing of Peace and Harmony into the entire 
surroundings. 

Again. in this new way which we have undertaken, 
this living the life of the Spirit instead of the old 
self, we need to seek always to | ave more and more 
of the Christ Spirit of meekness and love incorpor- 


ated in our daily life. Meekness does not mean 
servility nor imbecility; but it means a spirit which 
could stand before a Pilate of false accusation, 
“opening not his mouth.” No one so grand, so 
God-like as he who, because he knows the truth of 
Being, can stand meekly and unperturbed before 
the false accusations of mortal mind. “Thy gentle- 
ness hath made me great.” 

We must forgive as we would be forgiven. 

To forgive does not simply mean to arrive at a 
place of indifference to those who do personal 
injury to ourselves. It means far more than this. 
To forgive is to give for,—to give some actual, 
definite good in return for evil given. One may 
say “I have no one to forgive. I have not a per- 
sonal enemy in the world.” Even so. And yet, if 
under any circumstances there is ny kind of 
“served-him-right” spirit springs up within you 
over anything any of God’s children may do or 
suffer, you have not yet learned how to forgive. 

The very pain you suffer, the very failure to 
demonstrate over some matter which touches your 
own life deeply may rest upon just this spirit of 
unforgiveness which you harbor toward the world 
in general. Put it away with resolution. 

Do not be under bondage to false beliefs about 
your circumstances or environment. God is in 
everything that happens to you. ‘There are no 
“second causes.” No matter how evil any circum- 
stance may seem, nor how much it may seem that 
some other personality is at the foundation of our 
sorrow or trouble. God, good and good alone, is 
real there. 

If we have the courage to persist in seeing only 
God in it all, “even the wrath of man” shall be 
invariably turned to our advantage. Joseph, in 
speaking of the action of his brethren in selling him 
into slavery said “As for you, ye thought evil 
against me; but God meant it unto good.” “All 
things work together for good to them who love 
God,” or to them who recognize only God. ALL 
things. And the very circumstances in your life 
that seem torturing, heart-breaking evils will turn 
to joy before your eyes if you will steadfastly refuse 
to see anything but God in them. 

It is perfectly natural for the human soul to seek 
to escape from it troubles by running away from 
present environments, or planning some change on 
the material plane. Such methods of escape are 
absolutely vain and foolish. * Vain is the help of 
mau,” or mortal. 

There is no permanent or real outward way of 
escape from miseries or circumstances. Al] must 
come from within. 

The words * God is my defense and deliverance,’ 
held to in the silence until they become part of 
your very being will deliver you out of the hands

and the arguments of the keenest lawyer in the 
world. The real inner consciousness as a truth that 
“The Lord is my shepherd, I shall not want” will 
supply all my wants more surely and far more 
liberally than any human hand can. 

The ultimate aim of every soul should be to come 
into the consciosusness of an indwelling God. And 
then in all external matters affirm deliverance 
through and by this Divine One. There should not 
be a running to and fro of the mortal, making 
human efforts to aid the Divine, but a calm, restful 
unwavering trust in All-Wisdom and All-Power 
within to accomplish the thing desired. 

Victory must be won in the silence of your own 
soul first, and then you need take no part in the 
outer demonstration or relief from conditions. 
The very walls of Jericho which keep you from 
your desire must fall before you. 

The Psalmist said: “I will lift up mine eyes to 
the hills” (or tothe Highest One) from whence 
cometh all my help. 

My help cometh from the Lord, which made 
heaven and earth. 

The Lord (thy indwelling Lord) shall preserve 
thee from all evil. 

The Lord shall preserve thy going out and thy 
coming in from this time forth and even forever- 
more.” 

O, if we could only realize that this mighty Power 
to save and to protect, to deliver and to make alive 
lives forever WITHIN us, and so cease now and 
always to look away to others. 

There is but one way to obtain this full realization 
—the way of the Christ. “I am the Way, the 
Truth and the Life” spoke the Christ through the 
lips of the Nazarene. 

Holding to the words “Christ is the Way,” when 
you are perplexed aud confused, and can see no 
way of escape, will invariably open a way of com- 
plete deliverance. 


The Recognition of God 


Everywhere. 


I remember in one of Mrs. Hopkins’ lectures she 
spoke with emphasis of the importance of recogniz- 


ing the Christ principle within. Her observations 
had been that those who recognized God or Good 
as outside of them did beautiful healing for others 
but they themselves were afflicted with many ail- 
ments from which they could not be freed. She 
looked for the cause and found that the claiming of 
God, Christ or Truth within was the remedy — the 
saving principle. Not Christ, a spirit, a personal- 
ity, but Christ the universal substance of which all 
things are made—the ever present principle always 


at hand ready to do what we wish to have done. 
It is within us, permeating every atom of our being, 
but we must recognize it and talk to it as though 
we appreciated it. It is like the mind of a child. 
The child’s mind is Jt—the Christ mind. How 
pliable and susceptible is the child-mind to good 
and praise and how vigorous, strong and beautiful 
the mortal body of any child grows under such 
conditions. 

I remember one case in particular that I had very 
early in my practice; that of a little babe three 
months old whose lower limbs from knees down 
were completely paralyzed and feet deformed. 
They lay tight up against the front part of the 
ankle. When forcibly pulled into proper position 
they would fly back as if on strong spring hinges. 
The baby also had a running sore on the base of the 
spine and was under the care of physicians for which 
they performed some very skillful surgical work. 
Knowing what I did of mind and its effect upon 
the body I could not resist the spirit of going to 
that mother and telling her to let the doctors do all 
they could for the little one and if they did not 
cure it I thought I could. She went to the doctors 
and they said, “ We have done all we can for your 
child. It will always be deformed. Its limbs will 
never grow any more.” She then sent for me. I 
took the little one in my arms, when I felt an im- 
pression to rub its little ankle joints. One foot 
straightened out almost immediately; the other 
would not, so I gave the child to the mother and 
walked to the window. Remembering the teaching 
of Christian Science to use mind only I went back 
and the foot straightened out naturally. When 1 
began the treatment the legs from knees down were 
exactly as two sticks; no life or blood in them. 
The third day we could see blood circulating 
through them; the fifth day she had the most 
peaceful, happy countenance you ever saw, being 
fretful and peevish before—a constant care to the 
mother. Atthe end of ten days she could kick 
and use her little feet and legs as happy as any 
healthy baby. At eight months of age I saw her 
again; she was as finely developed as any child and 
the mother said the best one of five children. 

In my treatment I denied especially the effect of 
sympathy of that community, also the evidence of 
the senses upon that little one, then I “praised her, 
called her perfect and told her she was not paralyz- 
ed, she never had been and she never would be; 
that God was in every part of her being,” and her 
little body showed forth the effect of right thinking 
just as rose buds and blossoms under proper con- 
ditions. 

Another case was a young lady nineteen years 
old; had been afflicted all her life with scrofula, 
nothing but a mere skeleton, no hope of anything 
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but a mere skeleton, no hope of anything curing 
_ her. She did not want to come into the room to 
' see me, but she finally came. I talked to her about 
two hours and she received what was said beauti- 
fully. I left her and returned in about a week. On 
entering the door her mother said to me, “she is as 
lively as a cricket; she goes about the house sing- 
ing all day; the sores sloughed off beautifully,” 
(which were all over her hands andlimbs). In four 
months from that time she weighed 140 or 145 
pounds. I am sure before that she would not tip 
the scales at a hundred. I said for her particularly 
that ‘‘ God was in every point of her being, that 
God was her blood, that it was pure, perfectly pure.” 
| She is still a strong, finely developed woman. I 
believe the great and principle point of perfect 
healing is the recognition that God. Christ or Truth 
diffuses every atom of our being. Make the 
statement,—hold on to it until the realization comes. 
Healers must first recognize the Christ principle 
within themselves. Jt must make the statement.—

In God the Divinely perfect life “we all live, 
move and have our being.”

Adopt Yourself in Christ.

Instead of God’s adopting “His own from the 
foundation of the world,” it is we who adopt Him 
when we adopt the Good and acknowledge only 
one Power. It is awaking from the dream of life 
in matter, to the great fact that Ged is our Life; 
and we must entertain a higher thought of both 
God and’ man. We must learn that God is a 
divine whole, an all-pervading Intelligence and 
Love; yea, a Divine Principle, and Christianity—a 
Divine Science. Let us pause here to notice the 
two births briefly. 

What is called a material birth is the develop- 
ment of the entire material form of the human 
being and this birth is more or less prolonged

Since then we have 
been in our thought as wandering children—found- 
lings; but with the recognition of ourselves, and 
every man and woman of God’s creating, as the 
children of One Parent—the One God, our spiritual 
Father, do we come into our Father’s house and 
are restored to our God-given birthright. For 
there can be no sonship without spiritual birth. 

Jesus the Christ is the fullness of the Father’s 
intent concerning His children, and only as we 
make Christ’s life our life, will it be said of us, 
“This is my beloved son in whom I am well 
pleased.” 


There is never but one who needs adoption and 
that is the one who witnesses Christ and His 
world from a wrong standpoint in thought and act. 

We can never bear the image of the heavenl 
until we have ceased to image the earthy or carnal- 
mind. We “must be born again” —of the Spirit; 
and in proportion as we grow into the stature of 
spiritual manhood will the fair works of the Nazar- 
ene duplicate themselves in us; and we in our time 
shall become “the begotten of the Father, full of 
grace and Truth.” “He that overcometh (or puts 
under all error) shall inherit all things; and I will 
be his God (Good) and he ‘shall be my son.”

Now: therefore fear the Lord, and serve him in 
sincerity and in truth.— To “fear the Lord” is to 
reverse his power, wisdom and love. You are not 
to tremble and quake in the presence of the Lord, 
but you are to realize the tremendous creative forces 
with which you come in contact when you commune 
with him. Levity and frivolity are never present 
when the spiritual faculties are active. Because of 
the quietness and decorum of religious communion 
there is a belief with the people of the world that 
it is mournful and joyless. Some in the churches 
schooled themselves to the long face and 
dolorous voice under the mistaken idea that it is a 
sign of piety. 

But those who have found their Lord within 
know that all the hilarity and fun of the whole 
fleeting world would not equal the ecstatic joy of 
an hour’s inward communion with him. 

The happy laugh and babbling voice of the most 
winsome child is but a faint echo of the great flood 
of pure happiness which is felt by the soul in tonch 
with the secret springs of Life. 

But this very substance of all fun is revealed to 
those only who serve the Lord “in sincerity and in 
truth.” If you have other gods which your fathers 


have 


served in Egypt, you cannot expect to have the 
confidence of the true God. 

Many people seem to lack the power of discrimi- 
nation in this matter of serving other gods. They 
affirm their whole-hearted allegiance to God, yet do 
not have the witness of the Spirit, and complain 
thereat. When you point out to them that they 
are depending upon the sense man and his creations 
in various ways they are loud in their self justifica- 
tions. These things of sense are to them part of 
God’s creations, and they look upon them as essen- 
tial to their lives, and in direct harmony with God’s 
plan for them in the world. 

Jesus gave a certain guide for all such in John 
4:24, “God is Spirit: and they that worship bim 
must worship him in spirit and in truth.” If you 
are depending in anyway upon any external thing, 
you are worshipping strange gods. It does not 
make any difference how good the thing is in itself, 
nor how innocent it may be of any wrong toward 
God. It is not the thing at all that keeps you in 
its bondage but your idea of it in your mind. God 
is Spirit and to have his light and love shine into 
your sou! all your ideas must be spiritualized. 
Ideas of worldly things shut out the radiance of 
God from the soul like clouds the sunshine from 
the earth. 

If you do not have the witness of God's spirit in 
your soul you may know for a certainty that some 
mortal idea is eclipsing it. It may be pride, ambi- 
tion, lust, covetousness, fear, doubt, or some clinging 
earthly love. Religious workers are more often 
victims of the ambition to do good. They have 
chosen some special field and are bending all their 
energies to carry the good work forward in that 
particular way. 

It may be that it is the right way, but if they are 
not ready at any moment to give up the work and 
drop out of sight as champions of truth, they are 
not wholly subservient to the will of God. Here is 
where Jesus had his last great temptation, but he 
“let go” and said, “not my will but thine be done.” 
Then came the crucifixion and the apparent dis- 
sipation of all the work of his life; but, “judge not 
according to appearance.” 

Choos you this day whom ye will serve. Perfect 
freedom of choice is an inherent principle to be 
exercised by every ego. 

You are to exercise this prerogative of choosing 
the false or the true. The superficial thinker 
frequently asks the student of creative processes, 
“Tf there is but one right road why does not God 
make it so plain that it will be impossible for 
anybody to go astray?” You can see at a glance 
that the very nature of free-will precludes this. If 
you are in the least hampered in the matter of 
choice you have not free will, and you are just to 
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that extent lacking in your expression of the attri- 
butes of Being. Think of the stupendous possibili- 
ties wrapped up in that one privilege of freedom— 
you are free to be a nonentity and whine eternally, 
to be carried and guided without an effort on your 
own part, or you are free to exercise the , owers of 
Being and sit down at the right hand of the Father 
—a co-worker with him in creation. 

Ye cannot serve the Lord; for he is an holy 
God; and he is a jealous God; he will not for- 
give your transgressions nor your sins. You 
cannot serve the Lord in the way you are doing. 
He wants whole hearted service because in the very 
nature of the Jaw of the mind anything less will 
defeat the attainment of the object sought. God is 
Spirit and man is Spirit, of the same character as 
God, hence a perfect juxtaposition of his Spirit 
with your spirit is necessrry in order to carry cut 
the processes of spiritual law. This is why 
God is called jealous. If your attention is centered 
partly on God and partly on some external thing, 
you are not drawing upon him for all the elements 
that enter into the demonstration of your problem, 
and failure in whole or part will follow. Under 
such circumstances he cannot correct your errors 
nor make good your fallings short (sins). 

If ye forget the Lord, and serve strange gods, 
the One Law cannot avoid bringing upon you the 
penalty of its non-observance. Where good came 
to you in following it you will find evil; and where 
you were built up through its power you will find 
yourself disintegrating. The Law is a two-edged 
sword.

Go.ipen Text:—There hath not failed one word 

of all his good promise which he promised by the 
hand of Moses, his servant.—1 Kings 8- 56. 


Lesson One, teaches the necessity of rules of 
action for those living under the dominion of the 
senses. Some metaphysicians advocate doing away 
with all law and order of an external character. 
They say, turn people loose and they will do exactly 
right. This is metaphysica] anarchy. It shows a 
lack of discrimination. They catch sight of the 
spiritual man and assume that he is manifest in 
humanity now, when the fact is that he is to be 
manifested in each one through a recognition of 
his omnipresence. If he is still a theory and the 
masses are living in the sense consciousness, they 
need the laws of restraint there provided. Perfect 
freedom is appreciated and wisely used by the 
Christ-man only. He does not need the law because 
he has ceased to desire to do those things for which 
the law provides restraint. He has outgrown the 
law and it is a dead letter in his life. 

Lesson Two, teaches the tendency of the I to lose 
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sight of its Spiritual Idea (Moses) and to identify 
itself with its own formations. Your “golden, 
calf” may be money, or professional pride, or social 
success, or literary ability. Don’t let the things 
of this little world cause you to forget the high 
ideal of Truth abiding in the mountain top of your 
consciousness. 

Lesson Three, teaches the necessity of discrimina- 
tion in the use of the powers of the Spirit. When 
you invoke the aid of the Most High you are calling 
into manifestation those principles which you name, 
This is putting fire into your censer, or body. This 
fire of heaven is a powerful stimulant and gives 
vitality to every faculty of man. If, when in this 
exalted presence of Spirit, you let into your mind 
the carnal passions and appetites of the sensd 
consciousness, and pronounce them of God, you ar 
offering “strange iire before the Lord.” Bowerd 
how you fall into this error. } 

Lesson Four, indicates that Moses did not depen 
wholly upon the Lord for guidance, but in additio 
to “the cloud” he wanted his father-in-law to stay 
with them and be their guide. This is a pointer as 
to why he led them that weary ehase inthe wilder! 
ness for forty years. He had one eye on the Lord 
and the other on the advice of men. The lesson ig 
a good one for you to consider. Are you trusting 
wholly in God or do you keep a weather eye out for 
suggestions from men? This diverse mind may be 
the cause of your failure to demonstrate over some 
error. Analyze the situation and see if it applies 
to you. 

Lesson Five, shows how some people let ten 
doubts and fears outweigh their honest conviction 
and the desire of their heart. Everybody wants to 
live in the “promised land” and many a Moses 
sends out his spies under cover of darkness to learn 
the conditions of occupying it. The difficulties 
frequently appear great and a_ return to the 
wilderness of sense is chosen rather than cope with 
them. This is simply putting off the day, because 
there is no other land where the soul will find rest 
and satisfaction, and it will save many a trial and 
heartache if the doubts and feare are set aside and 
the land straightway possessed. 

Lesson Six, shows some of the fiery trials through 
which those pass who chose to go down into the old 
material ways. 

Lesson Seven teaches the necessity of concentrat- 
ed thought upon Divine Principle. Your Word is 
the image maker of your mind, and in order to 
build a consciousness in which the Lord shall dwell 
you must keep before you continually the truths of 
existence. “And these words which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine heart.” 

Lesson Eight, indicates some of the obstructions 
you will find in the way of mind-currents, andy 
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which you will have to pass through before entering 
the promised land. 

Lesson Nine, shows the power of-your word when 
used in faith believing. All things are held in 
form by vibration. Even your beliefs of sickness 
are so held in your consciousness. They have a 
key-note which, when sounded will make them 
easily dissolved at the right word. Many people 
have healed themselves by gently humming a tune 
as accompaniment to the healing word.

Tue Book or Jupaes.—The book of Judges is 
thought to cover a period of about three hundred 
years, giving the history of Israel from the death 
of Joshua to the time of Eli. The history is not 
continuous, but deals with the main successive 
apostasies, oppressions and deliverances which 
occurred in various parts of the nation. The book 
is called Judges because it covers a period of his- 
tory when Israel was ruled by judges. 

The Promised Land is in its physical aspects in 
each individual a plane of the interior conscious- 
ness, a part of that realm of mind lying deeper than 
the five senses, and of which the great majority of 
the race are ignorant. We speak of the will, the 
understanding, the judgment, ete., but the “land ” 
or location of these mental faculties is to us an un-

explored domain. After we have crossed the 
Jordan-—-that great river of mortal thought that 
carries all who do not handle it wisely down into 
the Sea of Death—we come into this interior mental 
land, or established centres through which mind 
works. 

It is the Garden of Eden of the second chapter of 
Genesis. Its earthly part is the soul-body which 
is governed by the mental faculties. 

It is the taking possession by the ego of this soul- 
body that the scriptures teach in the 
immediately succeeding the crossing of the Jordan. 

The material body is but a shadow of the real 
body. When you get deep down into your subjec- 
tive self you find that you have another body that 
is the real and imperishable. But you find this 
body infested with alien thoughts that must be 
dispossessed before you can fully come into realiza- 
tion of its freedom and beauty. This is the body 
that Jesus manifested after the resurrection. This, 
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however, is a subject of deeper specific metaphysics 
than the average student has yet handled; but it 
brings us right up to the central thought of this 
lesson, the governing of the people by Judges. 


You must not be a one idea man; all your facul- 
ties are to be brought out. 

Up to the present time your thoughts have been 
led by Moses, then Joshua; dominat and arbitrary 
spiritual ideas, under guidance of the Lord. 

You have not used your discrimination, your 
judgment, but accepted without question what has 
been given forth by some leader in your school of 
thought, or some book which has been widely 
quoted as spiritual authority, or some one idea of 
your own as to the best way to possess that King- 
dom, a glimpse of which is now and then shown to 
you. 

But the Lord wants you to have all the factors of 
your understanding fully developed, hence this 
judgment, or capacity to see the relation and location 
of the various forces and intelligences that form 
your consciousness. 

To many this seems a period of spiritual dark- 
ness; they have lost their Joshua idea and have aot 
yet found the higher judgement that patiently 
investigates all the inner springs of action and 
places them where they belong in the grand whole. 

You may in this period get confused and almost 
unconsciously drop into the belief that certain 
mysterious occult phases of existence are the real 
and permanent things of the Spirit. 

The Israelites fell into the habit of worshiping 
and burning sacrifices before Baal, one of the 
astrological deities of the heathen nations oceupy- 
ing their land. In our day the same tendency is 
noticed in those who believe that the stars and 
planets rule their lives and destinies. If the qual- 
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of judgement were born in them they would use the 
higher reason and quickly see that there is a power 
that rules the planets, which power, with its co- 
ordinating intelligence, man can come into such 
conscious relations with, that he will escape the 
“push and the pull” of the planets. 

You are to make no league with these foreign 
inhabitants of your land, but you are to throw down 
their altars, and purify your whole consciousness 
by calling into it the holy fire of the Lord. 

If you do not find yourself doing this successfully 
pray earnestly for that quality of judgment to be 
opened up in your soul, and it will be fulfilled in 
you as in this sixteenth verse, “The Lord raised 


up judges, which delivered them out of the hand of 
those that spoiled them.”

The Triumph of Gideon.—dJudges 7 :13-23. 


13. And when Gideon was come, behold there was aman that told a 
dream unto his fellow, and said, Behold, I dreamed a dream, and lo, a 
cake of barley bread tumbled into the host of Midian, and came unto a 
tent, and smote it that it fell, and overturned it, that the tent lay along. 

14. And his fellow answered and said, This is nothing else save the 
sword of Gideon the son of Joash, a man of Israel: for unto his hand has 
God delivered Midian, and all the host. 

15. Andit was so, when Gideon heard the telling of the dream, and 
the interpretation thereof, that he worshiped, and returned into the host 
of Israel, and said, Airse; for the Lord hath delivered into your hand the 
host of Midian. 

16. And he divided the three hundred men into three companies, and 
he put a trumpet into every man’s hand, with empty pitchers, and lamps 
within the pitchers.

— I come to the outside of the camp, it shall be that, as I do, soshall 
ye do.

21. And they stood every man in his place round about the camp: and 
all the host ran, and cried, and fled. 

22. And the three hundred blew the trumpets, and the Lord set every 
man’s sword against his fellow, even throughout all the host: and the 
host fled to Beth-shitta in Zererath, and to the border of Abel-meholah, 
unto Tabbath. 

23. And the men of Israel gathered themselves together tou of Naph- 
tali, and out of Asher, and out of all Manasseh, and pursued after the 
Midianites. 


Gotpen Text.—Though a host should encamp 
against me, yet my heart shall not fear.—Psalm 
27:3. 

Time.—B. C. 1222. Some two hundred years 
after the events of the last lesson. 

Pracr.—-The scene was the same, or nearly the 
same, as that of Saul’s last Battle. It lay in the 
south part of what in later times was known as the 
province of Galilee, some fifteen or twenty miles 
southeast of the Sea of Galilee. 

It is generally among accepted Christians that 
the “Promised Land” is a symbol of the Kingdom 
of Heaven, but the experiences of the children of 
Israel after they had gotten there would hardly 
carry out such an idea. 

Just here is where orthodox christianity has 
failed to connect up its theories with the scriptural 
xecord. The inference was that when once the chil- 
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dren reached the promised land their trials would 
end. But they found the land occupied by a mighty 
people whom they had to drive out. Then followec 
years of contention both from insubordination with- 
in and invaders without. 

This does not carry out the symbol of heaven as 
a place prepared by God for his people. 

But it is clear to those in the understanding of 
Divine Metaphysics. God does not make heaver 
nor hell. God does not make condition at all. Man 
makes condition—God furnishes the raw materia 

the land. The “promised land” is that state o 
consciousness in which we realize that every thing 
has been provided for us in principle. It is the 
“Kingdom of God within you.” 

In Egypt we were servants of our passions anc 
appetites. Inthe wilderness we blindly followed 
spiritual ideas without knowing the why or the 
wherefore of anything; but in the “promised land’ 
we begin to exercise some of the priviliges of un 
derstanding. The Father reveals to us some of the 
methods of creation. 

This throws us onto our own responsibility in ¢ 
larger measure than before, and we find ourselves 
being put to the test in handling the factors that 
enter into Being. 

The chapter preceding this jesson describes the 
extremities to which the children of Israel had been 
put by the Midianites, a combination of the desert 
tribes of the east and south, who came in such hosts 
as to drive the Israelites into the caves and strong- 
holds of the mountains. 

Gideon, a young man unknown to fame, was beat- 
ing out a little wheat in his wine press, to hide it from 
the Midianites, when the angel of the Lord, “sat 
under an oak” and said unto him, * the Lord is 
with thee.” Then followed the instructions which 
led up to the triump of Gideon’s band. 

Gideon was slow to believe that it was the Lord 
who called him and demanded several signs. The 
first was the consuming, by miraculous fire, of the 
sacrifice which he prepared; then he asked that dew 
might be deposited during the night on a certain 
fleece of wool and not on the greund. The third 
time he asked that the Gew might be deposited on 
the ground and not on the fleece. These tests were 
all complied with by the Lord; and as a further as- 
surance the dream of the man as described in verse 
thirteen. 

The Israelites had great confidence in dreams. 
The frequency with which this mcde of Divine 
leading is mentioned in the Bible, is significant and 
it is worthy of more than passing note. In Job 
33:15, we read, “In a dream, in a vision of the night, 
when deep sleep falleth upon men, in slumbering 
upon the bed, then he openeth the ears of men, and 
sealeth their instruction.” 
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Dreams and the interpretation of dreams is very 
yrominent in scripture, yet it is almost entirely ig- 
hored in the modern church that adopts these scrip- 
jures as guide and authority. 
| Study your dreams and learn to interpret them 
n the light of Christian Metaphysics. If you cov- 
nant with the Lord to do his will alone, you will 
find that he will show you how to overcome in the 
“visions of the night” as he did the prophets of old. 
The concentration by Gideon of his army from 
ver 30,000 men to 300 is symbolical of the effec- 
re work which may be done in scattering mortal 
feliefs by concentrating our thoughts. You may 
be surrounded by a great horde of mortal thoughts 
in the way of environments. It may seem to you 
that a great miracle worker is necessary to relieve 
you. But if you will take a very few true thoughts 
and use them wisely (lamps in their hands) and in 
he stillness of the silence let your words go forth 
(blowing of the trumpets) you will so confuse the 
invading host that they will fall upon and slay each 
other in the darkness of nothingness, and you will 
find yourself ia full possession of the land.
